Baritone Michael Pistorio is a senior music, vocal performance, major 
at Salisbury University. He is an active performer of opera, oratorio and 
musical theatre on the Eastern Shore and in the Annapolis/Baltimore 
areas.

Senator Fipp in SU Musical Theatre Workshop’s Urinetown. He most 
recently portrayed the role of Papageno in the SU Opera Workshop 
Production of Mozart’s The Magic Flute. This spring, he took first place in 
the Senior Men category at the MD-DG National Association of 
Teachers of Singing Student Auditions and Honorable Mention at the 
Regional Level. Pistorio was accepted to the Hubbard Hall Opera 
Theatre Young Artist Program in Cambridge, NY, for summer, 2013. 
While there, he will be performing in a main stage production of 
Rossini’s Barber of Seville and as the Counsel in a student production of 
Gilbert and Sullivan’s Trial by Jury. 

Dr. T. Paul Pfeiffer serves as chair of the Theatre and Dance 
Department and as artistic director of the Bobbi Biron Theatre Program 
at Salisbury University. He teaches all of the theatre history courses and 
most of the advanced acting courses at SU, where he places a strong 
emphasis on the study of classical acting. Serving as director of theatre 
since 1989, Pfeiffer has led the theatre’s development to wide recognition 
for the quality of its theatrical seasons and the rigors of its acting 
training program. 

Pfeiffer completed his master’s degree in theatre history and directing 
at University of Maryland ( magnum cum laude ) and his doctoral degree in 
theatre history and performance ( again magnum cum laude) at The Union 
Institute. Additional professional training included studying Renaissance 
and Baroque dance at the Amherst Early Music Institute, modern acting 
at the Herbert Berghoff Studio in New York City, and Shakespeare 
studies at the Folger Theatre in Washington, D.C., and the Shakespeare’s 
Globe Theatre in London. 

Professionally, Pfeiffer has acted for the Riverside Shakespeare 




Theatre in Manhattan and entered the British professional theatre first as 
a playwright then also as an actor. In June 1999, his one-man show 
Apology for the Ltfe of an Actor was given special showcase at the Royal 
Shakespeare Company’s experimental theatre The Other Place. The play 
also had a critically acclaimed run at the famous Edinburgh Festival, 
where Pfeiffer acted the piece. He most recendy acted the play at the 
Milton Theatre, where audiences raved at both script and performance. 
Pfeiffer was one of four selected to receive the prestigious Distinguished 
Faculty Award at Salisbury University for 2000-2001 and was also 
awarded the SU Alumni Appreciation Award representing the Fulton 
School of Fiberal Arts.
